TO TREVENT INFECTION. 

Proclamation by Governor-General in 
Connell Shotting Out Immigrants 
Suffering From Dangerous 
Diseases. 

The issue of the Canada Gazette of 
Sept. 8th contains a proclamation made 
In pnrsunnee of an act passed nt the 
last session of the House dealing with 
the prohibiting of Immigrants suffering 
from loathsome or infections diseases. 
The act placed within the power of the 
Governor-General to Inane the necessary 
proclamation whenever he considered it 
most expedient. This has now been Is¬ 
sued and Is as follows: 

Now know ye that, by and with the ad¬ 
vice of oar privy council for Canada, w > 
do hereby absolutely prohibit the landing 
in Canada of any immigrant or other 
passenger who is suffering from any 
loathsome, dangerous or infectious dis¬ 
ease or malady, whether such immigrant 
or passenger intends to settle In Canada, 
or only Intends to pass through Canada 
to settle in some other country, and 
who, In the opinion of our minister of 
the Interior of Canada, or of any officer 
whom h» entrusts the matter, should be 
so prohibited; provided that any sbeb Im. 
migrant or passenger may be permitted 
to land in Canada for medical treatment 
onjy, for such period as the said minister 
or such officer may deem reasonable and 
sufficient to effect his cure.

Water rights on the 
Bella Coola river have already heen se¬ 
cured, and it is the Intention of the com¬ 
pany to establish a transportation ser- 
vlco by a light draft stern wheel steam¬ 
er between the mouth of the river snd 
the site of the mills, which will be about 
40 miles up the river. Although nothing 
definite Is known, it is understood that 
the csUblishment of ■ paper factory is 
Included among the plana of the syndi¬ 
cate. It is the intention to have tho 
paper manufactured on the spot, snd not 
to ship the pulp for manufacture else¬ 
where. 

The proposition In favorable to the set¬ 
tlers from every point of view. Accord¬ 
ing to the agreement they will get their 
land cleared besides benefiting from the 
Increased trade which the pnlp industry 
would undoubtedly create.

Rumor That Ouaard Company May Build 
Fleeter Vessel Than Kaiser 
Wilhelm 11. 

London, Bept. 20.—The new passenger 
steamer Kaiser Wilhelm U., the largest 
and, according to expectation, the fastest 
ship afloat, the latest addition to the North 
German Uoyd Company’s speedy fleet, 
which was launched recently at the Vulcan 
yard, Btattin, la expected to do more than 
twenty-four knots an hoar. She La TOT feet 
long, and has a displacement of 2U.OOO tons, 
snd engines of 40,000 horse power. She 
will carry 1,888 passengers, 775 first-class, 
348 second-class, and 770 third-class. All 
her cabins will be handsomely fitted, and 
four of the state rooms will nave private 
bath rooms attached. An Innovation In 
the vessel's construction la her two pro¬ 
menade decks, one above the other. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm IL will be Insured 
for over 18,000,000. Her owners have ar¬ 
ranged with the German admiralty that 
In case of war the ship will be at th© gov¬ 
ernment's service as a cruiser, nod sh© 
•carries mountings for several quick-firing 
guns. 

For the sake of being so much faster, too, 
the Kaiser Wilhelm II. will have to resign 
herself to carrying 1,200 less passengers, 
snd from 15,000 to 20,000 tons less cargo on 
each voyage. So evidently there are plenty 
of people willing to pay the high rates 
which must be exacted to make np for thra© 
drawbacks in.exchange for being carried 
serosa the ocean ln the shortest possible 
time. a

Christiania, Noryray. Sept. 20 .—Capt. 
Otto Sverdrup, who reached Stavanger 
yesterday from the Arctic regions on 
the steamer Pram, in an interview with 
a representative of the Associated Press, 
gave the following details of his ex¬ 
pedition: 

*T spent the winter of 1898-99 in whi¬ 
ter quarters at EUesmereland, whence 
scientific expeditions were started with 
sleighs. The summer of 1800 was un¬ 
favorable, and the Fram was obliged to 
return and pass the winter at Ellesmere- 
land. A great part of the surrounding 
region was mapped out. 

“There was a serious fire on board 
the Fram, May, 1900; it was started 
by sparks from the funnel, and spread 
to the kayaks (Arctic canoes) which 
were smeared with purafiue for their 
protection. The rigging and masts 
caught fire and the total destruction of 
the vessel was threatened, but we suc¬ 
ceeded in mastering the flames. 

“In August, 1900, we traversed Jones 
Pour d and Cardigan Strait, and took up 
winter quarters at 70.48 north and 89 
west. The region was rich in reindeer 
and polar wolves, of which we brought 
back living specimens. 

‘‘The following winter wag more than 
ordinary cold and stormy, the average 
temperature being 45 degrees below aero. 
Sleigh expeditions occupied the season 
and summer of 1901, and the early part 
of 1902. On August 6th the Fram suc¬ 
ceeded in breaking away from the ice 
and arrived at Godhaven, August 18th. 
!We left Capo Farewell homeward boutub 
on August 28th.”

Report That Venezuela Has Objected to 
Occupation of Palos Island. 

New York, Sept 19.—Officials here 
have been told that the British govern¬ 
ment has raised the British flax on the 
Island of Palos, which it near Trinidad, 
notwithstanding the protest of the Vene- 
suHan government says a dispatch to 
the ITerald from Port of Spain, Trini¬ 
dad.

On Saturday night the distinguished 
party of statesmen from the Australian 
Oommon wealth, accompanied by their 
filedds, sailed from Victoria on the Aor- 
rngi on the last leg of their home-bound 
Journey to .the Antipodes. 

The prime minister and his party ar¬ 
rived la New York on the 27th of last 
month, alone which time they hare been 
leisurely making their way west through 
Canada to the shores of the Pacific. At 
Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, Vancouver 
rod here, the prime minister and Sir 
John Forrest have made important 
speeches, principally upon Imperial sub¬ 
jects. In 1900, when Mr. Barton visited 
Mngluud as a federal delegate in connec¬ 
tion with the passing of the Common¬ 
wealth Constitution Act, lu» speeches 
were mainly directed to the futnre of 
United Australia as a nation. Here in 
Canada his public utterances have taken 
a wider and hroader scqpe, and now that 
Australia Is united. Sir Edmund has tak¬ 
en tip the larger scheme of a united Em¬ 
pire. There has been, however, no trace 
In uny of his speeches In Canada of the 
aijgbtoat tendency to sacrifice one jot or 
tittle of the complete autonomy enjoyed 
by the Commonwealth. On the contrary, 
he has demonstrated with clearneaa the 
liana span which the people of the Bri¬ 
tish Empire, as one race, should unite 
in working out their common destiny, 
each community working out in its own 
way its share towards the common end. 
Everywhere that Sir Edmund Burton 
and Sir John Forrest have spoken, they 
have had • most favorable reception, and 
for anything that hdl appeared to the 
contrary they might have boen highly 
popular Canadian ministers touring in 
the Dominion among their own constitu¬ 
ents. As a matter of fact, after a ban¬ 
quet given by the board of trade of To¬ 
ronto, a leading member of the Domin¬ 
ion House of Commons, who waa present, 
remarked that if Sir John Forrest could 
be prevailed upon to enter Canadian po» 
lltlcal life. It would not take half a day 
to find a constituency. 

On the various occasions when 
John has spoken in Canada, people have 
been reminded of another Sir Jobo—Sir 
John A. Macdonald. The downright 
earnestness of Sir John Forresf has 
touched a. chord in the Canadian dispo¬ 
sition, that has made him at all time* 
acceptable to Canadian audiences. With¬ 
out any oratorical flourishes, be has made 
it unmistakably clear that with the land 
forces of Australia, the Brilish wsr office 
roust make no Interference. With re¬ 
gard to naval defence, however. Sir John 
is of opinion that Australia is not pay¬ 
ing her reasonable proportion in the 
shape of the old subsidies which the 
Commonwealth took over from the states, 
and the federal parliament will shortly 
be asked to augment this amount. In 
tolerably straight terms, the minister of 
defence for the Commonwealth assured 
bis Canadian audiences that Australia 
was quite prepared to do the fair thing 
in the way of increasing her present sub¬ 
sidy, Incidentally remarking that Canada 
was net the poor relation of the family, 
and that the, too, ought to be taking 
her share. 

There is little doubt that this extended 
tear of Sir Edmund Barton and Sir John 
Forreat, will in the near future have a 
very marked and appreciable effect upon 
the destiny of the Empire. To-day in 
Canada these two gentlemen have come 
to be almoat aa well known aa in embers 
of the Dominion ministry, and Canadians 
bare come to appreciate the effect that 
a good Australian is pretty nearly “as 
white as they make 'em.” 8Ir John and 
JUdy Forreat will leave behind than In 


Canada a whole host of friends every¬ 
where from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

The visit of the party to Victoria was 
noteworthy in many particulars. The 
speech of Sir Edmund Barton at the din¬ 
ner on Friday night was very emphatic 
in some parts, his reference to Canada’s 
duty in conectlon with Imperial defence 
being particularly strong. It Is rather 
unusual for the statesmen of one land to 
approach as dose as 8ir‘Edmund did to 
lecturing the people of another, but it 
was quite evident to those who heard 
him that the visiting publicist felt that 
the subject with which he was dealing 
was one of Imperial concern, and hence 
dismissed any delicacy which he might 
otherwise have felt in speaking aa plain¬ 
ly as he did. 

His remarks regarding the effect of 
anti-Oriental legislation were prompted 
by two matters which were forced on 
his attention while in Victoria. The 
first was the Mongolian problem which 
is so much in evidence here, and the 
other was the impression among certain 
people that the Natal Act of Australia 
waa killing the sugar industry of 
Queensland. It was to dissipate this 
latter idea that * Sir Edmund made 
specific reference to the condition of that 
trade. 

Some of the members of the party tall 
interesting incidents in Sir Edmund’s 
career, illustrating his aversion, not only 
to Mongolian but to til forms of unde¬ 
sirable immigration. A deputation *f 
Doukhoburs waited on him with refer¬ 
ence to the importation of a colony of 
their countrymen to the Antipode*. “I 
am very sorry, gentlemen,” he said, “but 
under our 'aw any shipmaster who 
landed one of your number on our shores 
would be liable to a penalty of £200. 
The only why In which yon could pos¬ 
sibly come in would be as shipwrecked 
mariners, and 1 fancy you wouldn’t care 
to enter under those conditions.”

There was a pretty little leave taking 
of the party at the onter wharf prior to 
the departure of the company on the 
Aorangi.

If each state erected barrier 
to commercial lntercouae with its neigh¬ 
bors the country as a whole could scarce¬ 
ly have made the giant strides which 
have placed it to-day in a position sec¬ 
ond.only Vo that of great Britain among 
the nations of the world. And it would 
have been an exceedingly difficult mat¬ 
ter to persuade those separate communi¬ 
ties that it would be well for them to 
abolish their restrictions, and that by 
doing so they would create a national 
structure which would be the wonder 
of the world. The chief obstacles to the 
cause of closer union, history warns us, 
lie in the spirit of selfishness which 
perceives that its craft is in danger. 
The Australian Commonwealth passed 
i through that experience before it be¬ 
came a federation. Nor is the fight over 
yet. Members of the states legislatures 
are moving for the dissolution of the 
Commonwealth into its "original frag¬ 
ments." Bfit the movement will not be 
seriously regarded by the greater men 
of higher aims. Nor will the attacks 
of Canadian politicians who would take 
advantage of the spirit of selfishness and 
cupidity to ride Into' power be taken 
Boriously. After all the people rule, and 
tho overwhelming mass of the. elector¬ 
ate when the time comes will be found 
to be in favor of closer union and the 
continuation of the march towards the 
goal on which the eyes of all patriota are 
at present fixed. The spirit of selfish¬ 
ness and monopolistic greed must be 
permanently crushed out in Canada. 
Then the true Canadian spirit, which 
will not admit inferiority In sny res poet 
compared with rivals in any part of the 
world, will assert itself and prove its 
worth.

MR. BORDEN’S ESCAPE. 

It to a matter for the since rest congra¬ 
tulations that Mr. Borden escaped with¬ 
out Injury from (he danger that threat¬ 
ened his life. We like the style of the 
new Conservative leader—it to such a re¬ 
freshing contrast In many respects to 
that of some of hto predecessors. He to 
evidently a sincere and honest politician, 
and would like to be straightforward if 
the exigencies of the tangled case that 
has been pat in hto hands would but per¬ 
mit it. But whilo a multitude of coun¬ 
sellors. as a general proposition, may pro¬ 
duce wisdom, in the concrete case of the 
leadership of the Conservative party it 
but creates confusion. The lieutenants 
all have opinions of their own, so the 
leader being, as we have said, apparent- 


The speech delivered by Sir Edmund 
Barton in Victoria contained much that 
should be pondered over and considered 
carefully by Canadians, especially at this, 
time when an agitation has arisen for 
the suppression of tho trade which has 
been fostered by the British preference 
and when a demand has gone forth that 
the breach,In the tariff walls shall be 
repaired and "adequate protection" af¬ 
forded home industries. The Premier 
of Australia pleaded for the banish¬ 
ment of the selfish, narrow-minded class 
which, while smiting its chest and 
vaunting its patriotism and its pride in 
British connection, would seal up tight¬ 
ly the particular portion of the Empire 
in which it operates and circumscribe 
within the narrowest possible limits the 
flow of commerce which to the lifeblood 
of nations. Of what avail to evolve 
elaborate theories and preach grandilo¬ 
quent discourses upon Imperial Federa¬ 
tion, while advocating the creation of 
new obstacles to the consummation 
which with their tongues they profess 
to be so anxious to have brought about? 
If the British Empire to to enter upon 
a practical business partnership, all the 
partners muat work for the common 
good. Jealousy, narrowness, add selfish¬ 
ness must be banished. 

We are told that many Canadian in¬ 
dustries nre being ruined by the British 
preference* that thousands of Canadian 
workmen are idle who could find profit¬ 
able employment if there were no pref¬ 
erence,'or if the preference were modi¬ 
fied to the extent that would make it^ 
no prefenence at all. But if we are to 
give a preference, it dearly must be a 
preference that will operate, otherwise 
the plain-spoken Britisher will asuredly 
call it a humbug and say Canadians 
manifest their desire for closer commer¬ 
cial relations in a peculiar manner. 

But there to no evidence that any Can¬ 
adian Industry has been injured under 
the operations of the tariff. An advant¬ 
age of from 20 to 25 per cent., with the 
cost of transportation of goods from 
Great Britain added, should surely be 
a Mitlictpnt stimulant for the average 
Canadian manufacturer. If his me- 
t 1 h.i1m l>o up-to-date he should have no 
difficulty in meeting the competition of 
all rivals in Great Britain, where the 
opiratlves, notwithstanding what has 
been said about tbrir pauperism, are as 
Independent and enjoy as high a standard 
of liying as the working people of East¬ 
ern Canada. However, we suppose it to 
only natural that our manufacturers, 
having had a taste of protection, should 
desin- the perpetuation of a state of af¬ 
fairs which enabled them to exact un¬ 
reason.': bio profits from consumers and 
permitted them to lapse into methods 
which iu times of trisl and depression 
would prove disastrous to themtoelves, 
and at all times would be unfair to the 
consumers who were forefid to purchase 
their goods. The record of the past five 
years prove# conclusively that no Injus¬ 
tice has been inflicted upon sny clam 
by the British preference, while ail the 
evidence to in favor of the position of 
the Liberals that the country as a whole 
Jaas benefited greatly by it. Canada

HUNTER AND SQUIRREL.

"Its Practice." The faith was to beMeve 
!■ one God* with Mahomet as 
mediator. “Every one following the 
Mohammedan religion," he continued, 
"believe© that each person has two 
guardian angels, one of which records 
the good and the other the bad don© by 
the one over whom they are set to watch. 
God, they believe, will provide them 
with four wives and seventy servants 
In Paradise." .Concerning the “Prac¬ 
tice," h© said, "Every one must pray five 
times a day, which Is done at any con¬ 
venient time and in a very load voice, 
bat Immediately stopped when there is 
business to transact and continued after. 
On© mooth in every year Is set,apart 
for fasting, bat this is practically a 
farce, aa people eat as much as they de¬ 
sire at night" The “Mooliarm* is also 
a feature of tbe religion, those who are 
very religions killing themselves on this

There was no law proteeffng the wife 
from the cruelty of a husband, and, 
finally, in her old age, she could be di¬ 
vorced without any difficulty, if such 
was the wish of the husband. Another 
religions belief, he said, waa that a wife 
could not enter Paradise unless through 
the goodwill of her husband. 

Mr. Yooseph was born at Oroomiah, 
some 150 miles south of Mount Ararat. 
He was brought qp as a member of tbe 
old Neatorian church until 21 years of 
age, when he came to Canada. He 
graduated from Victoria pniverslty, To¬ 
ronto, In 1806, after which he returned 
to Penis as an evangelist* and is now 
paying a brief visit to Canada. On 
Tuesday evening he will speak at the 
James Bay Methodist church on "Home 
Life and Marriage Customs in Persia."

Once again nil three Boundary smelt- 
era ate tanning at their foil ore treat¬ 
ment capacity. On Monday, the 8th 
inat., the third and fourth furnace* of 
the Granby Company’* work* at Graud 
Fork* were again blown In, and ainee 
then all four stacks have been in opera¬ 
tion thorn. On Tuesday night the B. C. 
Copper Company'* emelter at Green¬ 
wood started its second furnaoe again, 
this having been cold since the begin¬ 
ning of July, so now with two furnaces 
running both mine and smelter are em¬ 
ploying full forces of workmen. On 
Wednesday morning the Montreal ft 
Boston Copper Company's furnace at 
the Boundary Palls smelter was blown 
in. Thla makes seven furnaces la all 
running in the Boundary, these having 
a tots! capacity of about 2,500 ton*. 

The mines now at work are the Gran¬ 
by Consolidated Mining, Smelting ft 
Tower Company's Old Ironsides, Vic¬ 
toria and Knob Hill group; the Snow- 
shoe Gold and Copper Company’s Snow- 
shoe, also at Phoenix: the B. C. Char¬ 
tered Company's B. C. mine hi Summit 
camp; the British Columbia Copper 
Company’s Sunset mine, both in Dead- 
wood camp. A couple of men are at 
work /on the Emma, in Summit camp, 
and a similar number on the Morrlaon, 
in Dead wood camp, but the Jewel, in 
Long Lake camp, and the No. 7, in Cen¬ 
tral camp, are closed down for the time 
being, though both are expected to re- 
sum* work shortly. Among the high- 
grade properties near Greenwood there 
are the Providence and the Goldfinch, 
both getting out ore for treatment at 
Trail, whilst the Crescent, in Skylark 
emmp, has lately been working along the 
same lines, adn now haa a couple of 
carloads of ore of good grade awaiting 
transportation. Several other proper¬ 
ties «re having more or leas prospecting 
work done on them. Altogther pros¬ 
pects are favorable for much mining 
and smelting Activity during the re¬ 
maining months of the year. 

The Granbv Company's mines are, of 
course, shipping their ore to the Grand 
Forks smelter; the Greenwood smelter 
is getting its supplies chiefly from the 
Mother Lode, with several cars each day 
from the Snowshoe; th© Boundary Falls 
works are supplementing their supplies 
from the 8unset with ore from both 
Snowshoe and B. C, mines. Whilst they 
were shipping the Jewel sent its ore to 
Graud Forks and the No. 7 to Green¬ 
wood. 8o far no ore from the Republic 
mines has come over the mountain to 
either Greenwood or Boundary Falls.

the currency throughout the Empire. 
The Corean government, in defiance of 
the first principles of sound finance, la 
flooding the country with a nickel coin* 
ago whose intrinsic value is only one* 
eighteenth of Its face value, without any 
gold or silver reserve with which to re¬ 
deem It. As u natural consequence 
these coins, which under proper condi¬ 
tions should be merely tokens, are at a 
continually increasing*rate of discount 
as against Jnpancse gold yen, the recog¬ 
nised basis for calculation of prices 
where foreign article* are concerned. 

Hitherto the circulation of nickel 
pieces has been coidtacd to the capi¬ 
tal and the neighborhood of two or 
three of the treaty ports, the old cash 
being current elsewhere in the country; 
but recently, with a view to making 
their use general, the magistrates 
throughout the Empire have been order¬ 
ed to accept payment of the land tax in 
this currency qply. The face value of 
these coins is 5 sen, and they now stand 
nt a discount of 90 per cent., as against 
Japanese gold yen. The wages of 
Corean laborer* and employees .general¬ 
ly are paid in this currency, and this 
class, which comprise the bulk of the 
nation, are no better paid now than they 
formerly were; consequently the pur- 1 
chasing power of their earnings, as far 
as foreign goods Is concerned, is little 
more than half what it was a few years 
ago. And, unfortunately, there does not 
seem any prospect of these conditions 
being Improved in the near future. The 
government, caring only for the profit 
thdy are making out of this transaction, 
and ignoring the permanent harm they 
are doing to the country, are bent upon 
continuing the present reckless course, 
and 40.000,000 more of these coins, con¬ 
tracted for with an American firm, are 
now almost due for deliver^. The issue 
of these will bring the total face value 
of this coinage in circulation up to 14,- 
000,000 yen, or more than £1.400,000. 

But even this is not the worst feature. 
The number of counterfeit nickels is rap¬ 
idly increasing; permits lo coin are freely 
issued by the government to private In¬ 
dividuals; nickel is opeoly ; imported 
through the customs, and spurious coins 
in large quantities are brought by al¬ 
most every steamer from Japan and 
. smuggled Into tha oountry. The com-
